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There  is  a  theory  that,  in  certain  human  situations,  it  is  not  individuals,  but  a  synthe- 
sis of  individualities  which  is  the  propulsive  force.  In  the  field  of  psychiatry,  for  instance, 
it  is  suggested  that  the  therapy  is  accomplished  not  particularly  by  the  psychiatrist,  nor 
by  the  patient,  but  rather  in  the  relationship  between  the  two.  A  similar  speculation  in 
the  field  of  art  is  put  forth  by  Minor  White  during  a  discussion  in  this  Folio  period  on 
the  relationship  between  a  subject  and  a  photographer  in  the  making  of  a  photographic 
portrait. 

Since  its  inception  KPFA  has  held  to  listener  sponsorship  as  a  means  of  developing 
and  enhancing  radio  communication.  The  financial  aspects  of  listener  sponsorship  are 
self-evident;  the  programming  aspects  have  been  gradually  explored,  as  listeners  have 
made  their  contribution  not  only  as  financial  supporters  but  as  program  participants. 
Listener  sponsorship  then  has  meant  more  than  a  one-way  communication  between  a 
production  staff  and  a  passive  audience.  It  has  become  increasingly  a  process  of  inter- 
communication among  people  sharing  certain  curiosities,  enjoyments,  certain  ideals  of 
social  and  cultural  growth. 

This  theory  of  relationships,  then,  has  an  emeigent  significance  to  KPFA.  In  the 
theory's  terms,  the  entity  known  as  Radio  Station  KPFA  and  another  entitv  —  KPFA's 
listeners  —  are  both  part  of  a  larger  and  more  creative  entity,  a  synthesis  of  individualities. 
That  synthesis  —  for  want  of  a  better  phrase  —  can  be  called  listener-sponsorship. 

As  more  listeners  become  part  of  this  process  of  intercommunication,  as  more  listeners 
bring  their  ideas,  their  interests,  their  hopes,  as  well  as  their  financial  support,  to  the 
common  task,  the  meaning  of  listener  sponsorship  will  in  that  measure  be  fulfilled.  The 
annual  program  questionnaire  is  one  means  of  that  fulfillment  and  we  urge  subscribers, 
who  will  be  receiving  the  questionnaire  in  the  next  few  weeks,  to  give  it  their  thoughtful 
attention.  Comments,  suggestions,  criticisms,  and  further  ideas  will  not  simply  enhance 
an  interesting  radio  experiment  in  the  Bay  Area,  but  contribute  to  a  communitv  of 
growth  which  is  listener  sponsorship.

THE  BEGINNING  AND  THE  END?  Two  phases  of  the  "McCarthy  Era"  will  be  dealt  with  in 
the  current  Folio.  On  Tuesday,  August  11th,  at  8:40  p.m.,  Dr.  Edward  U.  Condon,  President  of 
the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  and  erstwhile  "weakest  link  in  our 
atomic  security,"  will  make  some  observations  on  the  first  flowering  of  the  era  in  1948.  The 
latest  phase  will  receive  the  attention  of  three  clergymen  during  the  following  week  on  the 
program  Congress  and  the  Churches,  Tuesday,  August  18th,  at  8:30  p.m. 

ARTISTS  CONCERT:  On  August  19th,  an  unusually  interesting  Artists  Concert  will  feature 
Maro  Ajemian  and  Ernst  Krenek  in  a  program  of  four-hand  piano  music.  Miss  Ajemian  needs 
no  introduction  to  KPFA  listeners,  having  played  in  our  studios  on  several  occasions.  Neither 
is  Mr.  Krenek  a  stranger  among  us;  yet,  for  a  man  with  130  works  to  his  credit,  he  remains  less 
familiar  to  us  than  he  should  be.  We  trust  that  this  concert,  with  Mr.  Krenek  participating  in 
his  own  music,  will  help  remedy  that  situation. 

HIGH  FIDELITY:  On  Thursday,  August  13th,  starting  at  11  p.m.,  sounds  will  emanate  from 
KPFA's  transmitter  which  may  be  somewhat  confusing  to  the  uninitiated.  We  might  explain 
that  this  will  be  the  first  in  a  series  of  monthly  programs  conducted  by  Bruce  Harris,  KPFA's 
chief  engineer,  during  which  he  will  broadcast  a  series  of  test  tones  so  that  interested  listeners 
can  make  frequency  response  measurements  on  their  high-fidelity  equipment.  The  series  is 
planned  for  Thursday  evenings  at  monthly  intervals,  at  the  conclusion  of  our  regular  programs. 
For  the  less  technically  minded,  he  is  also  planning  a  weekly  series  on  high-fidelity  equip- 
ment, starting  Saturday,  August  15th,  at  7:25  p.m.  Subjects  to  be  discussed  by  local  experts 
include  loudspeakers  and  enclosures,  room  acoustics,  and  record  equalization.
